Claims 23, 24, 26-32, and 41-46 are rejected on the ground of nonstatutory 
obviousness-type double patenting as being unpatentable over claims 1-10 of U.S. 
Patent No. 6,551,946 in view of Holloway et al. (US patent 4,845,047), Adan (US 
patent 6,288,425), and Ueno et al. (US patent 6,815,295). Claims 1-10 of US 
Patent No. 6,551,946 teach the invention as recited in present claims 23 and 41-
